sheer weight of numbers. The Cretan 
campaign will rank among the most re- 
markable struggles in military history. It 
began on May 20th, when, having consoli- 
1 dated their positions in Greece and. in the 
Greek islands, the Germans launched an 
offensive against Crete, where King George 
of Greece had taken refuge with the 
members of his Government. The British 
and Impé€rial troops who garrisoned the 
island had three fairly good aerodromes at 
their disposal—at Maleme, Retimo and 
Heraklion. In a semi-circle around Crete 
the Germans had nine airfields on the 
Greek mainland and in the islands. One 
of them, in Melos, is only ninety miles 
from Crete, and, consequently, the 
Germans were able to send fighting 
machines to protect their heavy bombers, 
whereas the nearest British airfield out- 
side Crete was in the Western Desert, four 
hundred miles away. The Germans 
carried out their offensive with customary 
thoroughness. They attacked the aefo- 
dromes at Héraklion and Retimo. with 
their heaviest bombers, putting them pretty 
well eut of action from the beginnine ; 
and then they began to send detachment 
after detachment of air-borne troops to 
the island. It seems that they used a 
similar technique to that which served 
them so well in Holland and Norway; 
but, on this occasion they employed 
gliders as well as troop-carrying aircraft. 
From the start they concentrated on the 
establishment of a bridgehead at the aero- 
drome of Maleme, where they dropped 
large numbers of “ para-troops,’” armed 
with hand grenades and “ Tommy’”’ guns. 
As usual, they did not adopt half- 
measures. The British and Greek troops 
on the island defended themselves fiercely 
against the invaders, and it looked at first 
as if they would be successful; but the 
Germans knew what they were doing. 
They kept on pouring fresh troops into 
Crete, covering their landings by violent 
attacks on the defenders by their famous 
dive-bombers. Wave after wave of troop- 
carrying aeroplanes arrived from the 
mainland. Appalling casualties were 
suffered ; but the German High Command 
was determined to capture Crete, and did 
not stop to count the cost. The British 
landed a certain number of reinforcements 
by sea; but, here again, the almost com- 
plete absence of fighting aircraft gave the 
German bombers virtually a clear field. 
For nine days and nights on end General 
Freyberg’s troops were subjected to a 
terrific bombardment from the air. 
Artificial fog was spread by the Germans 
in order to create additional confusion ; 
and, although they seem to have fought 
like tigers, the defenders were unable to 
maintain their positions against ever- 
increasing odds. 

From the allied standpoint, the failure 
to hold Crete—for nobody but a lunatic 
would expect it to be held much longer— 
will be sufficiently serious. It will give 
the Germans a fresh stepping-stone 
towards Syria and the Suez Canal zone, 
and will create new difficulties for Admiral 
Cunningham’s fleet in the Eastern 
Mediterranean. It is far too soon yet to 
try to forecast the future course of events 
in that part of the world, particularly 
since the British seem to be holding. their 
own in the Western Desert, and now are 
in undisputed possession of Italian Fast 
Africa; but it would be idle to deny that 
the general position in the Mediterranean 
has become more favourable for the 
“Axis "’ Powers. For the present that is 
all that can, be said. The Cretan’ cam- 
paign, however, may prove in the. long 
run to have far more than purely ‘local 
importance; for it has provided the first 
real test of strength between sea-power 
and air-power. If the Germans aré:con- 
templating an invasion of Great Britain, 
they will have gained invaluable ex- 
perience in Crete. The Italian Navy made 
virtually no attempt to hamper the 
British in the Eastern Mediterranean, with 
the result that the Germans had to depend 
almost entirely on their Luftwaffe to carry 
out the invasion of Crete. Some military 
experts take the view that the events of 
the last ten days have been in the nature 
of a dress rehearsal for bigger things at 
a later stage ; and it is quite possible that 
they may be right. The Cretan campaign 
seems to have proved fairly conclusively 
that sea-power by itself cannot prevent an. 
invasion by air. It also has given addi- 
tional proof of the fact that a relatively 
small number of determined parachute 
troops, adequately armed, can establish 
a bridgehead on a strongly fortified island 
with the aid of dive-hombers.~: The 
analogy, however, is not complete. The 
failure of the British in Crete to defeat 
the German plans was due aimost . 
exclusively to the fact that they lacked 
fighting aircraft.

The Artist’s Trade 


_ According to a report from Norway, all 
the theatres in Oslo have been closed 
following a strike by the Norwegian 
Actors’ Association. 
in Norway was occasioned purely on 
political grounds, the fact that the 
theatres are closed should prove that an 
actors’ association can accomplish some- 
thing, and it augurs well for the success 
of the recently formed Irish Writers and 
Artists’ Union. It will be remembered 
that about five weeks ago a long letter 
from Mr. Seán O'Faolain appeared in 
our correspondence columns, pointing out 
how badly the greater part “of the 
Irish writers and _  artists—including 
actors—are paid. He suggested that they 
should band themselves into a Union with 
the object of boycotting certain managers 
and éditors, and so improve the yeneral 
state of affairs. Since this letter 
appeared, it has been followed by dozens 
of others on the same subject, some of 
them in favour of the scheme, and others 
against it. Apart from Mr. O’Faolain, 
the instigator of the idea, contributors to 
i": correspondence have included such 
well-known figures in Dublin's artistic 
life as Mr. Hilton Edwards and Mr. Liam 
Redmond. Last Thursday a meeting was 
held in a Dublin hotel. and the scheme 
took definite shape. Plans were drawn 
up, and a temporary committee was 
appointed to deal. with the organisation. 
There is no doubt that many of the artists 
and writers and actors of this country 
are not treated as well as they might be, 
and if Mr. O'Faolain can make things 
better for them by the formation of a 
union, there is every reason why he should 
receive full support. Associations for 
writers, artists and playwrights which 
exist in most other countries undoubtedly 
have succeeded to a certain extent, and 
on the surface there seems to be no reason 
why the same thing should not apply to 
this country. In ome respect, however, 
Ireland is different. Mr. Hilton Edwards 
touched on this difference in his letter ; 
it is the number of semi-amateur artists 
in this country, as compared to other 
countries. Not only on the stage, but in 
all branches of the arts, one meets people 
who have perfectly good jobs in business, 
but “go in for art” in their spare time. 
One meets young women of independent 
means who write and act because they 
like it, or to earn “pin money”’ for 
themselves. One meets actors who work 
in insurance offices during the daytime 
and highly paid civil servants who do 
some journalism in their spare time. It 
is these people who make I[reland different 
from most other countries, and it is these 
people who will create difficulties for what 
in other respects is an excellent scheme. 


Road Deaths 


The number of deaths due to road 
accidents in Great Britain seems to be 
small and unimportant in comparison 
with the number of persons killed in air 
raids. Actually, it is the Christian 
attitude to regard no life as unimportant ; 
and the fact that so many persons are 
being killed in air raids in England has 
lessened in no way the efforts of the 
authorities to curtail what is usually 
described as “the toll of the road.”” The 
steady growth of casualties in road 
accidents has become alarming. In March 
of this year the number of road deaths was 
834. compared with 496 in March of 1940. 
In April the number was 726, as compared 
with 451 in April of last year. The fact 
that accidents increased at a time when 
the number of private motor vehicles on: 
the road was decreasing led, naturally, 
to an assumption that Army motorists 
must be to blame for a great part of the 
increase, but figures have been quoted at. 
Westminster to show that Army drivers 
have not been responsible for anything. 
like the proportion of casualties attributed 
to them. Parliament was told by the 
Secretary of State for War that Jess than 
6 per cent, of the 2,137 civilians killed 
‘in traffic accidents in the first three 
months of this year were killed by War 
Department vehicles, and only about 40 
civilians were killed as a result of 
negligence by soldiers. In the same 
period, 129 soldiers were killed on the 
roads, 52 of them as a result of the 
negligence of other soldiers. While these 
figures should remove the misconceptions 
that. existed about the driving skill of 
soldiers, they plainly indicate that 
civilian drivers are not exercising any- 
thing like the care that they should. 
Many circumstances due to the war, such 
as the ‘“‘black-out,"’ make driving in 
Britain much more perilous and much 
more difficult than it was in peace-time. 
Knowledge of those circumstances should 
make the majority of drivers much more 
careful than they normally would be. 

“It seems, however, that the very fact of 
there being unusual conditions in the 
country tempts many motorists to take 
chances, in the hope that they will make 
an easier escape than used to be possible. 
At the same time, the problem of the 
increase in accidents 1s too serious to be 
due entirely to such temptations.

Members of the American colony assembled 
near the Cenotaph in Whitehall, where 
a wreath was placed by the Commander of 
the London post of the American Legion. 
Another wreath was placed on the statue 
of Abraham. Lincoln on behalf of Ameri- 
can Women’s Associations here, and yet 
another was placed on the Tomb of the 
Unknown Warrior in the Abbey. A Ser- 
vice held in St. Margaret’s Church, West- 
minster, now usable, was attended by Mrs. 
Winant, wife of the United States Am- 
bassador, and by the staff of the Embassy 
and many other Americans. On Sunday 
there will be Services in the American and 
Canadian sections of the Woking cemetery, 
where a number of American soldiers and 
sailors are buried.

It will be necessary carefully to assess 
the work now being done by al! these girls 
and men, and to ide where transfer to 
other employment would be in the 
national interest. This is the most im- 
portant step ever taken in the development 
of the British war effort. While it must 
be of a gradual character, efforts are being 
made to expedite the work of transfer as 
soon as the capabilities of the war in- 
dustries to absorb new workers have been 
fully aseertaimed. Any delay will be 
occasioned not by unwillingness to under- 
take work of national importance, but by 
the capacity of the essential industries to 
absorb the workers,

HE Pelican series already has in- 
T cluded quite a number of excel- 
lent books on various aspects of 

art, ancient and modern, and this latest 


standard of the former volumes. 

** European Painting and br tag 
which was written especially for this 
series by Eric Newton, the art critic 
}of the Manchester Guardian and the 
Sunday Times, is, broadly speaking, 
a history of art in simple language. 
The writer is not concerned with facts; 
for students who wish to learn facts 
thére is an abudance of reference books. 

Mr. Newton is writing for people 
who wish to learn to appreciate paint- 
ings better, not for people who wish 
to learn more about paintings. In a 
foreword he says that his wish is to 
make people look upon works of art 
as ‘‘transmitters’’ and on themselves 
as “ receivers.” 

Included in the centre of the book 
are some admirable reproductions of 
paintings, which are referred to in the 
text. The works of art reproduced 
range from ancient Egyptian statues to 
a painting by Picasso. At the end of 
the book there are two excellent charts: 
one is a sort of “ family tree, repre- 
senting the growth and development of 
the arts in Europe and the relative 

ositions of the artists; the other 
eon shows the chief artists from 
Giotto to the present day, their 
i approximate dates, their relative im- 

rtance; the chief schools of art, 
heir relative importance and their 
approximate dates. 

n the whole, the book is an excel- 
lent study of art in simple, ‘informal 
style, worth considerably more than 
the 6d. a copv.

He does not recommend them for the 
mass teaching of young students, but 
beyond any doubt in these pages, he 
does convince the reader that outside 
the university, as well as inside it, 
oung or old students ‘‘who can pro- 
ject their minds back into the far past 
and visualise conditions of life . diffe- 
rent from our own ” will find in these 
studies great attractions and much 
ield of intérest and intellectual satis- 
action if they are treated ‘liberally 
and in all their various aspects and 
connections.”’ 


Political and Social Continuity 


He has pertinent criticism to offer 
on the short-sighted policy of ‘‘ sacri- 
ficing everything to popularity and 
professional considerations,” and 
rightly stresses the fact that Anglo- 
Saxon studies reveal infinitely greater 
political and social continuity than is 
seen in language and literature, and 
that, taken in conjunction without any 
other cultural evidences, they have 
higher importance for all who are in- 
terested in English social and political 
history than they have even for the 
linguistic expert.
